It must come either by 


an order from the Interstate Commerce 
commission or by mutual agreement be- 
tween the railroads and the government. 
The latter method of adjusting freight 


rates is somewhat of a novelty, and it re- 
mains to be disclosed bow efficacious it 
will be. 


We are under the impression that the 


attitude of the rail executives up to this 
tinif is not conducive to a sound settle- 
ment of tho rate issue by means of confer- 
ence or compromise. 
They seem to be 


unable to see the necessity or wisdom of 
materially reducing trnnsportation costs. 
Shippers nnd the public at large, on the 
contrary, believe in the absolute necessity 
of lower freight 
rates. 
A compromise 


that would mean only a nominal reduction 
would not relieve the situation. 
A reduc- 


tion must so far enough to stimulate com- 
merce and to brine: transportation costs 
down to a reasonable percentage of the 
cost of production and of the value of the 
article moved. 


It 
1 the conference at Washington re- 


sults in bringing the rail executives to this 
point of view it will be a real achieve- 
ment, and one which will go far toward re- 
storing normal business prosperity. 
The 


difficulties in the way of convincing the 
railroads that the increased volume from 
lower rates will actually produce greater 
revenue appears to be considered, but it 
is not necessarily insurmountable. Firm- 
ness on the part of the administration may 
accomplish the desired result.

lOLR BABY IX HOT WEATHER 


Breast Milk Is Best 


BY MRS. MAX WEST

The easiest baby to take care of and 


bring through the hot weather safely 
s one who is nursed at his mother's 
)reast. 


Even a few drops of mother's milk 


may be the means of warding off ser- 
ous and possibly fatal illness. 
This 


s particularly true of the young baby. 


Up to three months of age. at least, 


jreast milk is invaluable and even it 
the mother's supply is not quite suf- 
ficient for the baby, she should give- 


im the benefit of every drop there is, 


especially through the hot days of 
summer. 


The baby should be allowed to nurse 


•voth breasts, if the supply is scanty. 
This not only helps the baby, but is 
he best known way for 
producing 


more breast milk. 
Jt has been found 


hat more important even than the 
diet for the nursing mother is 
the 


regular stimulation of the breasts by 
he nursing of the baby, or by a. meth- 
od of hand manipulation by means of 
vhich the breasts are emptied, when 
necessary, by the mother herself. 


Tiny babies, deprived of mother's 


milk often have a hard time to cling 


to the frail thread of life in summer, 
and it is no unusual sight to see a de- 
voted nurse going from one hospital 
to another, the city over, trying to 
find some nursing mother who can 
spare a few drops of the 
precious 


fluid which alone will avail to carry 
some infant past such a crisis. 


But even breast-fed babies may suf- 


fer serious harm in summer if 
the 


rules of good feeding are not fully ob- 
served. 
If the mother makes a prac- 


tice of offering the breast every time 
the baby cries, or permits the child 
to nurse whenever he wakes r.t night, 
it will be very easy to set up a bad 
case of indigestion. 


Most babies thrive well if fed only 


once in four hours, and three hours 
is the shortest time 
that 
should 


elapse between feedings. 
After the 


early months, the baby should not re- 
quire to be nursed later than the hour 
at which the mother 
retires. 
and 


many healthy babies early learn to 
sleep all night without feeding.

conference of milk campaign workers 
associated with the National Dairy 
Council. 


A representative of The Milk Maga- 


zine sat throughout this conference and 
is prepared to state unqualifiedly that 
there is no organization better prepared 
to increase the use of milk and its prod- 
ucts than is the National Dairy Coun- 
cil and its numerous workers. 


"The proof of the pudding is in the, 


eating." 


The proof that 'the National Dairy 


Council campaigns are successful is in 
the success that has 
been achieved 


wherever these campaigns have been 
conducted. 


Philadelphia is probably the best il- 


lustration, because, under the guidance 
of R. W. Balderston, secretary of the, 
Philadelphia, Interstate 
Dairy 
Coun- 


cil, the campaign in Philadelphia and 
cities adjacent has been in progress for 
about a year. 
The increase in the use 


of milk has been 14.6 per cent, and 
this inerase has been steadily, regular- 
ly and persistently maintained. 
Mr. 


Balderston now has a force, of workers 
associated with him, among them, Miss 
Angeline Keenan and Miss Myrtle Bar- 
ger, nutrition and organization work- 
ers who attended the conference. Any 
milk dealer who could have attended 
the conference and listened to the plans 
that are being followed in the Phila- 
delphia territory, 
would 
have been 


convinced that in no way 
could he 


build his business rapidly and with 
certainty to better advantage than 1o 
have such intelligent, persistent, con- 
scientious workers doing duty in the 
schools and homes of his community. 


P. B. Lockwood, secretary, 
New 


England Dairy & Food 
Council, is 


working along identical lines and his 
results compare favorably with those 
attained by Mr. Balderston. 


The Pittsburgh Dairy Council has 


just started its campaign under the 
guidance of E. B. Quackenbush, who is 
assisted by Miss Hilda Kuchman and 
Miss Majorie .Six. 
The tield in the 


Pittsburgh territory is as fertile, as the 
other fields and it is safe to venture 
the prophecy that the Avork of these 
council agents will forestall the surplus 
bugbear in Pittsburgh this spring. 


A short milk campaign has been in 


progress at Canton, Ohio, with 
Miss 


Lucille Bell in immediate charge. Miss 
Bell has now gone to conduct a like 
campaign 
in Columbus. Ohio, 
after 


stimulating 
an 
increase 
in 
milk 


consumption of 12.5 per cent at Can- 
ton. 
C. J. Newbill is in charge of the 


Cleveland campaign, and phenomenal 
results are being attained by Miss Ann 
T. Lamb of Flint, Mich. 


From Baltimore came Miss Owyn- 


neth Gminder, the dietitian associated 
with Mr. Brown, who is in direct 
charge of the Baltimore council, where 
work identical with the Philadelphia 
campaign is in progress. 


Following 'the National Dairy Show 


of 1021 a.nd preceding the National of 
1922. a strenuous campaign is being 
waged in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 


This is in direct charge of the National 
Dairy Council, and to the conference 
came three of the workers from 
the 


Twin Cities, Miss Neven Betz. Miss 
Gladys Coon and Miss Alice Stevens. 


These are the, workers who were able 


to leave their territory to sit in confer- 
ence for two days at the National Dairy 
Council office and exchange views for 
the welfare of each other, for the wel- 
fare of the dairy industry and for the 
purpose of unifying the great work 
that is being carried on. 


To sit in conference with these work- 


ers, led by M. D. Munn, president of 
the National Dairy Council, and M. 0. 
Maughan, secretary, was to become 
absolutely convinced that the National 
Dairy Council is now a. live, active 
force, working along well defined lines 
of progress in behalf of producers, dis- 
tributors, manufacturers and consum- 
ers of milk and its products. 


It is almost marvelous that it has 


been possible for the National Dairy 
Council to assemble so large a force of 
workers that are so enthusiastic over 
their work, and reference to the women 
workers who are so efficiently teaching 
the use of milk in schools and homes 
would be incomplete were reference to 
Miss Louise Fitzgerald omitted. Miss 
Fitzgerald is in charge of all nutrition 
work, aiid, wherever a campaign is to 
be started, she selects the nutrition 
workers, the dietitians and the milk 
fairy play directors that are to be im- 
mediately in charge of the work. 


Other phases of the National Dairy 


Council activities are progressing well 
and are worthy of commendation, but 
the milk campaign work may be de- 
scribed as being successful 100 per 
cent plus. 


With campaigns in force in a dozen 


cities, there are progressive milk deal- 
ers 
in at least another dozen cities 


with the National Dairy Council to 
launch campaigns, so that already the 
demand for the cooperation of the coun- 
cil exceeds the supply of Avorkers avail- 
able. 


If it develops that the officers of the 


council can continue to find and put at 
work men and women of the caliber 
that are now on the job, it will be for- 
tunate, indeed. 
It, Avill be fortunate for 


the dairy industry and doubly fortun- 
ate for the consuming public, because, 
as welcome as is the increased demand 
for milk and its products, the good that 
is accomplished for those who are 
taught to use dairy products in suf- 
ficient amount is of vastly greater im- 
portance. 


To acquaint one's self with the phe- 


nomenal work of the National Dairy 
Council and the remarkable achieve- 
ments that are being attained is to be- 
come enthusiastic 
over the apparent 


prospects of a greater dairy industry 
and. then, to become regretful that the 
excellence of the work is not more gen- 
erally known : to become regretful that 
financial support is so limited that the 
great work that is being done in a few 
communities 
cannot immediately be 


multiplied 
majiy times.
